1. ALTHOUGH WE HAD PLANNED TO DELAY ENROUTE TO WASHINGTON 
TO PREPARE FORMAL PRESENTATION FOR NEXT WEEK, WE NOW 
REGARD SITUATION SAIGON AS SUFFICIENTLY CRITICAL THAT 
COMMITTEE SHOULD RECEIVE REPORT AT PART. TEST POSSIBLE MOMENT. 
ACCORDINGLY. WE PLAN TO ARRIVE WASHINGTON SATURDAY, PERHAPS 
1:00 P.M., IN HOPES THAT WE MAY BRIEF AS MANY MEMBERS 

AS POSSIBLE. 

2. THE CLEAR CONSENSUS OF OPINION IN SAIGON IS THAT THE 
MILITARY SITUATION IS CRITICAL GIVEN THE REAL POSSIBILITY 
THAT SAIGON'S DEFENSES COULD COLLAPSE SHOULD THE NORTH 
VIETNAMESE LAUNCH A COORDINATED ATTACK FROM VARIOUS 
DIRECTIONS. SUCH A MOVE IS NOW WELL WITHIN THEIR CAPABILITY. 
WITHIN THE CITY THE FRUSTRATION OF MILITARY AND CIVILIAN 
LEADERS WITH WHAT THEY CONSIDER TO BE THE DISASTROUS 
REFUSAL OF THIEU TO STEP ASIDE ADDS TO THE TENSION. THE 
ORDINARY FOLK OF SAIGON ARE EXTREMELY FEARFUL AND NERVOUS. 
THE COMBINATION IS HIGHLY VOLATILE. 

3. THERE IS A GROWING FEELING HERE THAT THE REALITIES 

OF THE SITUATION ARE SUCH THAT IT MAY ALREADY BE TOO LATE -

FIVE THOUSAND REMAINING AMERICANS OUT OF SAIGON SAFELY--
